Declaration of Interdependence 


We hoar from many quarters these day s the cry that American 
Individuals should be "left alone.” The cry really imp lies a question: 
"tiCft alone to do what?” 
No American who truly p rizes the ideal and the p ractical substance 
of freedom can consciously wish to see himself and his fellow citizens 
p lagued by unreasonable tax ation, unwarranted government interfer­ 
ence in p rivate affairs, unfair restriction on the ex ercise of individual 


rights. 
Rut In a society governed bv law there is no such thing as total 
freedom. The law is the basic means men have devised for accommo­ 
dating with each other. Without it, they would he forever tramp ling on 
each other, and their ‘‘rights” and their “ freedom” would he lost in 


m u tu a lly destructive chaos. 
The freedom* they enjoy tend to shift somewhat in ex tent and 
character, dep ending on the needs and p roblems id their changing so­ 
ciety . 
They are wise to he ever-vigilant to keep freedom functioning 
through as wide an ex p anse of their lives as is comp atible with the 
common good. Yet in fighting this battle it is not enough to say : 
*‘Leave us alone.” 
For freedom is not an endlessly celebrated birthday p arty , a p er­ 
p etual “ binge,” a lifetime of loafing on the sand or staring at television 
or riding around in a car. 
It Is a resp onsibility . You have to use it not just for y ourself, not 
for the enjoy ments of life, but for y our comp anions in freedom. 
If y ou do not undertake some tasks bey ond the limits of y our fam­ 
ily , y our circle of friends and y our immediate job, then society itself— 
acting through y our government—will take on the broader assignments. 
More than a few hardheaded conservatives have declared over the 
y ears that government in this country would have undertaken far less 
than it has if the American p eop le, acting resp onsibly as individuals 
and in smaller local and regional group ings, had in larger numbers 
reached bey ond their narrow p ersonal concerns. 
Too often the loud individual champ ions of freedom have defaulted 
their p rivileges. They have wanted to be left alone to do nothing but 
gratify themselves. 
The call up on individual human effort in a free society is well ex ­ 
p ressed in a new rep ort by the Educational Policies Commission of the 
National Education Association. It say s: 
“ The Declaration of Indep endence is more than a declaration of in­ 
dividual sup remacy . It is also an ex p ression of faith in the concern of 
free men for the p ublic welfare. 
“ For a free society must rely heavily , if its values are to be de­ 
fended and realized, on the voluntary actions of its citizens.” 
When men who are “ left alone” take on their p art of the p ublic 
burden—as they should do—they will not likely find government en­ 
croaching further on the soil of their p ersonal freedom.

Bees, wasp s and hornets are not 
the only insects that may cause 
trouble this summer, although they 
are die commonest causes of severe 
discomfort. 
The nex t most dangerous is the 
wood tick which is not truly an in­ 
sect. Insects have six legs and ticks 
and other arthrop ods have eight. 
Ticks are common in glassy and 
wooded areas. They drop from low 
bushes or grass stalks onto animals 
or p ersons and sp end several hours 
crawling around looking for a rela­ 
tively undisturbed p lace in which to 
feed. 
Before they attach themselves to 
the skin they can be readily brushed 
off. They feed by burrowing the 
length of their head into the skin 
then sucking y our blood. 
This would do y ou no harm were 
it not for the fact that they carry 
the germs of Rocky Mountain sp otted 
fever in their saliva and will p ass it 
on to y ou without a qualm. Once 
they are firmly attached to the skin 
they cannot be brushed off but the 
quicker they are removed the better. 
If not removed they have been 
known to remain attached to the 
I skin for over a week. They can be 
removed by touching them with 
the end of a match that has been 
struck and then blown out, or by 
coating 
them 
comp letely 
with 
finger nail lacquer or a thick oil 
then gently p ulling them out with 
tweezers. 
Do not use y our fingers to p ull 
them out or crush them because in 
this way y ou may get infectious 
matter on y ou Once removed, the 
tick should be drop p ed into a fire or 
into kerosene, alcohol, or turp entine. 
If in removing them the head re­ 
mains buried in y our skin as some­ 
times hap p ens, it must be dug out. 
This is a p ainful p rocess at best. 
When the tick has been removed, 
whether whole or p iecemeal, the 
wound should be p ainted with tinc­ 
ture of iodine and the hands should 
be thoroughly washed with soap and 
water. 
When y ou go into a tick-infested 
area wear p rotective clothing with 
elastic at the op enings. High boots 
p rovide a further p rotection. The 
clothing should be sp ray ed with a 
tick rep ellent such as diethy ltolua- 
mide (Deet). The body and clothing 
should be insp ected daily or better 
still twice a day for ticks. This ty p e

against 
chiggers. 
D—What is thy rotox icosis? 
A—It is a condition in which ihe 
thy roid p uts out too much thy rox in, 
the substance the thy roid normally 
secretes into the blood. This may 
cause a ty p e of goiter or enlarge­ 
ment of the thy roid known as tox ic 
goiter. 
Q—What can be done to relieve 
twitching of the ey elids? 
A—This common comp laint is al­ 
most alway s due to fatigue. Get 
more rest at night regularly and the 
twitching should stop after a few 
day s. That doesn’t mean that it 
won’t return if y ou get 
ov ertired 
again.
